All the same, 
we must be prepared to see a considerable 
number of horses at Lincoln who will be 
backward in condition.

FRANK DEMPSEY'S MOUNT. 

The Australian jockey, Frank Dempsey, 
arrived back in London to-day, and 1 imagine 
that it is very possible that Dignity, ms 
he rode in the Lincolnshire Handicap for Sir 
Charles Hyde, will develop into a well-fancied 
candidate. He has done a great deal of work 
recently, and with 7st. 10lb. he is particulariy 
well handicapped. Zionist is set to give him 
15ib., and 1 believe that when they were 
ralloped together at level weights, before the 

Yerby of last year, Zionist did not finish a 

reat deal in front of him. It is in favour of 

Ngnity that he ran his best race on the 
Lincoln course last year, when he was beaten 
only a short head by the- four-year-old, Box 
Hill, at level weights. 

1 wrote here at some length about Silvo, 
after seeing him rum at Lingfield, and there 
is no need to modify a word that was said 
then. I am far from being alone in the im- 
pression that the horse, through the stoppage 
in his work, has fallen away in his quarters 
and neck to a remarkable extent, and that it 
is doubtful whether he can be built up again 
in the time.

The task 
of writing about current racing on this day of 
the weck has been greatly simplified, since so 
many of our leading trainers have taken to 
giving their views on the chances of their 
own and other trainers’ horses in coming 
events in the Sunday morning journals. 
WHAT MR. HASTINGS THINKS. 

Mr. Hastings joins Mr. Whitaker this week 
in contributing an elegant piece of enlighten- 
ing prose. Mr. Whitaker, by the way as- 
sures us that at Lingfield, Silvo “' did every- 
thing that was necessary, and in a manner 
which left nothing to be desired,” and that he 
was “ naturally very pleased with the per- 
formance.” He promises that next week he 
will *‘ more closely analyse Silvo’s prospects.” 
It is grand to hear that we shall have access 
to the fountain of truth on the coming Sab- 
bath morning, but some peope will need some 
convincing, even by Mr. Whitaker, that Silvo 
will win the Grand National. Mr. Hastings 1s 
a little lugubrious about the horses trained 
in his own stable. Regarding Red Bee 
and Vive, he says:—“I am afraid I cannot 
say that I-have a certainty in either of these 
two animals.” His other candidate, Marston 
Moor, will be, says he, ‘‘a mystery horse, if 
he stands his preparation.” If Mr. Hastings 
had to pick a ride for himself it would be Old 
Tay Bridge. He fears that the extra weight 
may stop Double Chance, and among the 
lighter weights Knight of the Wilderness 
“rather appeals’’ to him, as does Master 
Billie. Old Tay Bridge was well backed on 
the course at Kempton Park yesterday, but I 
do not know yet whether he runs for the 
Gold Cup at Cheltenham on Tuesday. That 
race would stretch him a bit, for Ruddyglow, 
on whom Mr. Filmer-Sankey is confident he 
would hawe beaten Old Tay Bridge had he 
not fallen two fences from home at Gatwick, 
will be in the field, as will Koko and Gerald 
L. Silvo has been taken out, and Vive may 
wait for the handicap on Thursday. They 
all meet at level aigh, and I imagine that 
Ruddyglow will win. It is a little doubtful 
whether .T. Leader will be fit enough to take 
the risk of riding Sprig in the National Hunt 
Handicap Steeplechase on Thursday, and ia 
that event he will wait for the Four-Mile 
Steeplechase at Hurst Park, on Saturday.

Blackwell intends to -un 
both Bright’s Boy and Mount Etna at Hurst 
Park, where they are engaged in the Palace 
Handicap, two miles and 310 yards, on i‘n- 
day, and the Hurst Park Trial Handica 
Steeplechase, four miles, on Saturday. Bal- 
linode is also engaged in this latter race, but 
she has only just resumed work again, and 
there is no prospect of her — either 
there or at Liverpool. Blackwell is disconso- 
late about Ballinode, for she/had pleased 
him so greatly by her rapid pr rress during 
the time he has had her that some five wevxs 
ago he thought she had a chance second o 
none. Beyond a few fugitive appaaran ea 
at Sandown in the following week this Hurst 
Park race will bring out the last we snall see 
until Liverpool of the National horses, 
NATIONAL HUN™ MEETING. 

The Cheltenham Meeting, which begins on 
Tuesday, promises to be as interesting and 
delightiul as ever, and that is saying a good

deal. It is very bad luck for the Cheltenham 
trainer, C. Piggott, that Little Jim IL, whu 
was unlucky to have spread a plate when he 
was winning last year, and who was thought 
to be a certainty this week, has developed a 
leg and has been scratched. Bazley is said 
to train for Lord Grimthorpe a likely candi- 
date in Lisett LII., who will possibly be 
ridden by Mr. 8. H. Dennis. There ae 
hopes, too, of St. Stephen’s Green and 
Bonnie Brown. One of the interesting things 
of the Cheltenham Meeting will be to see 
whether Black Sheep is started for the 
Gloucestershire Hurdle. He is well handi- 
capped in this race, as well as in the Im- 
perial Cup at Sandown in the following week, 
and is quite likely to win one or other of 
them. 

NATIONAL CANDIDATES AT KEMPTON. 

The Grand National candidates who were 
running yesterday did not exactly dis- 
tinguish themselves. Keep Cool, whom, 
as I suggested. seems to have lost all his 
form, was well beaten at M&agchester by West 
Countryman, and also on the Castle Irwell 
course Jack Horner, who started a hot 
favourite, could only finish third, beaten a 
length and four lengths to Thrown In and the 
moderate. Harry Hart. I imagine that this 
race disposes of any chance that Mr. Kenneth 
Mackay horse was supposed to hold at 
Liverpool. It may be mentioned that the 
mount on Thrown In, was taken by: Mr. Hugh 
Grosvenor, a son of the horse’s owner, Lord 
Stalbridge, who has taken to National Hunt 
riding this year under the tutelage of Owen 
Anthony. Mr. Grosvenor has been shaping 
very well in his public efforts. 

There were a couple of National candidates 
in Cash Box and Misconduct in the race for 
the Emblem Steeplechase at Kempton Park, 
and of these Cash Box, when he had suddenly 
dashed up into the lead, refused point blank 
af. the second fence after the ditch. Mis- 
conduct in a great finish only squeezed him- 
self home a winner by a short head from 
Mullaghmast, which was not a very striking 
performance, especially as he was receiving 
2ib. I will say this. however, for Misconduct 
that he is a fine big horse who stays well, 
and that he is a splendid big jumper as one 
can imagine, he being a son of Ardoon. I 
watched his running carefully. and he never 
seemed to put a foot wrong throughout the three 
and a half miles. Although one might back 
him to complete the course, there is little in 
his form to suggest that he will win. He ran 
nineteen times in all Jast year, and his only 
victory was achieved at the expense of Patsey 
V., who was giving him 19}b. 

It was another delightful sunny day at 
Kempton, but the sun did not seem to shine 
so brightly after First Magic, with odds of 
11 to 4 laid on him was beaten a neck by 
Golden Brick in the ce for the Rendlesham 
Hurdle Handicap.

FAILURE OF DUDLEY. 

Dudley, pulled out for the second day in 
succession, and with odds laid on him, was 
beaten two lengths by Bachelor's Call in the 
Ashford National Hunt Flat Race: Mr. 
Cockburn, the owner of the winner, again 
rode him, and he adopted exactly the same 
tactics as when he won at Hurst Park a 
fortnight hefore, going off in front and 
slipping his field. He gave Bachelor’s Call 
an easy after turning into the straight 
vesterday, and then had plenty in reserve to 
resist the challenge of Dudley. French Leave, 
the favourite for the Amateurs’ Race, was 
always jumping badly and fell a mile from 
home. Prince Cadmus, who had taken the 
lead after jumping the open ditch, remained 
there to win easily from Dark Dragon. This 
was a particularly uninteresting race. The 
selling steeplechase was won easily by the 
tubed Scalino, from Potheen. while old 
Prudhomme ran on to finish third, and will 
pe win a three-mile selling race before 
ong. Speck, who had been successful on 
Golden Brick; rode Scalino, and he also won 
the selling hurdle race very easily on Isle 
of Wight, who beat Spear of War in a canter. 

There is only a little meeting to-morrow 
afternoon at Shirley—a rather primitive 
fixture, not far from Birmingham. The Man- 
chester winner, LAVERSTOKE, with his 
penalty, should win the Knowle Handicap 
Hurdle, and KORSUKAN the Earlswood 
Handicap Steeplechase.

A drawn game of very moderate hockey, 
spoiled by a last score, would about sum up 
the twentieth meeting of Ireland and Scot- 
land at the Northern Park, Inverness, on 
Saturday.

The Highland wee of the Scottish Union 
‘had spared no effort to make the game a 
success, but they were not fortunate in a 
choice of grounds. Rough, and with a growth 
of grass out of place on a hockey pitch, it 
was nearly impossible to get the ball to 
travel, and accuracy was out of the question. 
(hus, hard hitting, pure and simple, became 


the order of the day, and probably caused | 


the general deterioration of the play. ‘There 
was a very good attendance when the teams 
lined out. 

lreland played as selected, and Scotland 
made some changes in the team which de 
feated Wales last month. At back the in- 
clusion of A. L. Morris and M. M. Elliott 
was held to improve the defence, rightly, as 
the event proved. J. Dickson was a capable 
substitute for G. W. Mackay at centre-half, 
and the same applies to the manner in which 
A. McLeod filled H, E. Bacon’s place 
forward. ; 

Scrappy as the play was, there was no 
lack of incident throughout the opening half, 
which, by the way, ran its course without 
any scoring. After a series of Irish attacks 
had failed, mainly through the sound defence 
of the Scottish backs, the home forwards had 
a turn and McLeod sent over, and soon 
afterwards Kirkpatrick was just wide. At 
this period Ireland was very hard pressed, 
hut Dick and Stockil held out steadily. The 
Scottish tactics. of long, slogging drives paid 
well from a territorial standpoint, and with 
rather cleaner hitting than the visitors they 
held the balance of play, but they never 
established any real superiority until just at 
the interval.

One, perhaps, does not expect to see football

The French Crisis. 


M. Aristide Briand, eight times Premier 
of France, is surely the most unfortunate 
of statesmen. Dyring the Cannes Confer- 
ence, just at a moment when a European 
understanding seemed to be in the making, 
a game of golf with Mr. Lloyd George 
brought about his recall to Paris by M. 
Poincaré. Now, on the eve of what ‘s 
likely to be the most momentous session of 
the League of Nations since its establish- 
ment, his Government has fallen. For 
several weeks M. Briand, with remarkable 
Parliamentary skill, has managed to stave 
off defeat: When the Chamber threw out 
the vital portions of M. Doumer’s Finance 
Bill it became evident that disaster was 
at hand, and when the Senate restored the 
offending clauses, thus defying the views 
of the Lower House, the issue was left no 
longer in doubt. M. Briand, however, 
refused to haul down his flag. He was 
playing for time. and chose an extremely 
astute policy. Having aroused intense 
interest throughout France in the forth- 
coming meetings of the League of Nations, 
he thrust Locarno and its consequences 
into the foreground of Parliamentary 
His speech on the Locarno 
Pact, which was ratified only last 
week, was a great personal triumph. 
His popularity was increased in all parts 
of the Chamber, and even the extreme 
Socialists did not hesitate to pay his policy 
a tribute. Then he played his last card. 
The Finance Bill had been sent back from 
the Senate, virtually in the same form in 
which it originally had been presented to 
the Chamber. M. Briand was going to 
Geneva on Saturday, and he staked every- 
thing on the chance that the Chamber 
would not endanger the success of his 
foreign policy by precipitating a crisis. 
He asked the House not to separate the 
proposed tax on payments from the rest 
of the Finance Bill, and made his request 
a matter of confidence. He was defeated 
by 274 votes to 221, and straightway he 
and his colleagues resigned. 

M. Doumergue, the President of the Re- 
public, was informed of the Cabinet’s 
resignation at seven o’clock on Saturday 
morning, and left Paris a few hours after- 
wards for Lyons, where he was due to open 
the annual Fair. His conversations with tho 
Presidents of the Senate and the Chamber, 
therefore, will not begin until to-day. 
In the meanwhile M. Briand, who is 
Foreign Minister as well as Premier, has 
one to Geneva in order to participate in 
the preliminary negotiations with the 
German delegates. He will take no part 
in the formal meetings of the Council, and 
probably will be back in Paris this after- 
noon. He has declared that he will not 
attempt to form a new Ministry, but -t 
is assumed a. his successor will nominate 
him as Foreign Minister in order that the 
continuity of French foreign policy shall 
not be disturbed. The identity of the 
next Premier constitutes a puzzle which 
will be difficult to solve. Senate and 
Chamber are at loggerheads over M. 
Doumer’s financial proposals. The Upper 
House wants indirect, while the Chamber 
is committed to direct, taxation; but 
neither House is very enthusiastic about 
increased imposts of any kind, and each is 
trying to evade responsibility by merely 
vetoing the proposals of the other, without 
advancing constructive alternatives. In 
the circumstances the selection of a new 
Premier will not be an. easy task. M. 
Caillaux is believed to be teady to 
undertake the work of Cabinet making; 
but his choice, in the immediate 
future at any rate, does not seem to be 
probable. M. Raoul Peret, M. de Monzie, 
or even M. Poincaré himself, may be asked 
to form a Ministry within the next few 
days.. In all likelihood, howeker, several 
weeks. will pass before France 
Government again. 

It has been estimated that a political 
crisis of this kind costs France at least 
20,000,000 francs a day, and the domestic

The actual vote probably will not be taken 
before Wednesday, but important con- 
versations will take place behind the scenes 
during the interval. The Swedish delegates 
to the Council have been ‘instructed 
definitely’ by their Government that they 
must vote against any proposal to increase 
its membership apart from the election of 
Germany. As unanimity is essential for 
decisions of the Council, we may 
assume that the movement in favour 
of Poland will be dropped for the 
time being. Nevertheless, it is un- 
fortunate. that. one of the protagonists 
of the Locarno Conference should not’ be 
able to take part in the Council’s delibera- 
tions. The reconciliation of France with 
Germany is now the chief object of 
European statesmanship, and M. Briand’s 
presence at Geneva would have added con- 
siderably to the chances of a genuine 
rapprochement between these two ancient 
foes. In his absence the brunt of the work 
will fall upon Six, Austen Chamberlain, 
who enjoys the confidence of all the 
members of the Council. His task will be 
to preserve the spirit of Locarno in an 
atmosphere that is likely to be charged 
with dangerous elements of resentment 
and suspicion; but, although he will be 
deprived of M. Briand’s able support, we 
hope and believe that he will succeed. 


Cities in Zones. 


Manchester is the latest of the great, 
cities to draw up a “town plan” for the 
purpose of moulding the city’s develop- 
ment. Dublin and Belfast both are grow- 
ing apace in straggling and unconsidered 
fashion, and their citizens may learn 
something of the need and _ possibilities 
of “town-planning’’ from Manchester's 
example. The area which has been 
surveyed by the Manchester and District 
Joint Town-Planning Advisory Committee 
the purpose of the report, now 
published, embraces over 1,000 square 
miles of territory and a population of 
3,000,000 souls. In this area there operate 
for various local government purposes no 
fewer than four county councils, eight 
county borough councils, sixteen borough 
councils, sixty-six urban district councils 
and fourteen rural district councils. 
There are twenty-six authorities operating 
for the supply of water, fifty-three for 
the supply of gas and forty-two for the 
The Advisory Com- 
observes that so much inter- 
dependence of district with district 
demonstrates the growth of one great unit 
and the inipossibility of securing efficiency 
while the petty authorities which originated 
in the rudimentary development of the 
larger body céntinue to work without co- 
ordination. ‘Parallel difficulties standing 
in the way of progress hardly need to be 
pointed out in Ireland. Chiefly interesting 
i: Manchester’s “ town-planning ”’ projects, 
however, is the regional scheme of de- 
velopment proposed by the Committee. It 
is suggested that a standard table of zones 
shall be applied to every district in the 
entire area.

and undetermined. In the special resi- 
dential district it will be forbidden to 
erect institutions, business premises, or 
industrial buildings, and only by special 
consent of the Council will it be permitted 
t» erect shops, schools or places of assembly. 
Every zone will be subject to similar 
restrictions. In the general industrial zone. 
for instance—the zone devoted to indus- 
trial and business premises and shops—it 
will be forbidden to erect dwelling-houses, 
schools and institutions, while residential 
buildings, places of assembly and build- 
ings for noxious industries will be per- 
mitted only with the Council’s special 
consent. Dublin and Belfast both conipare, 
as to size, only with one of the sections 
surveyed in Manchester’s vast plan ;. but 
each of our larger cities ought to be sub- 
jected to similar methods of zoning, both 
in bulk and in particular. Each has areas 
of rare natural beauty which ought to be 
forbidden to the factory and the ware- 
house, and each has industrial districts 
from which streets of dark little dwelling- 
houses should be eliminated. i 


A Picture Mystery. 

The mysterious theft of four oil sketches 
by Constable from the walls of the Royal 
Academy in London; following fast upon 
the disappearance of a water-colour by a 
well-known modern artist from the City 
of London Art Gallery, reminds one of 
the opening chapter of a sensational 
story. Have the missing pictures been 
purloined for the winning of a wager? 
Has some insane collector taken them in 
order to admire them in secret? If neither 
of these suggestions supplies the explana- 
tion, to what bizarre motive can the most 
investigators ascribe the 
thefts? Of the thirty odd novels which 
are published, on an average, every week 
in Britain, ten at least are detective tales 
of more or less ingenuity. Among the 
five hundred authors of these works there 
should be found one or two capab!le of 
propounding a theory to fit the data of 
the case. ‘One alarming hypothesis 
suggests itself. What if one of England’s 
unrecognised masters of the crime story 
has hit upon the notion of advertising his 
tales by acting them in real life and de- 
monstrating, by these achievements, the 
practical possibility of the feats which he 
attributes to his heroes or villains? Are 
we to read in a few days’ time that the 
lost Constables have been returned with 
thanks, and the story of their spiriting 
away, under their, custodian’s eyes and 
through locked doors, may be read in Mr. 
So-and-so’s latest “‘/thriller’?? Are we to 
be told, furthermore, that Mr. So-and-so 
carried out his’ perilous enterprise, not 
for the mere advertising of his book, but 
in the altruistic desire to demonstrate the 
need for a stricter guard upon the nation’s 
treasures? In these lays of extravagant 
self-advertisement this hypothesis offers a 
solution not wholly incredible.

The Village Smithy. 


To-day in Kensington Sir Bartle Frere 
is to open an exhibition of hand-wrought 
iron-work. The age oí power-machinery 
drove the blacksmith from the rank of 
artists and made him a mere shoer of 
horses; the motor car robbed him of his 
last occupation. A strange revival of the 


blacksmith’s craft. now promises to save 


the dull and over-common pattern pro- 
duced by machinery has made persons of 
‘taste turn back to the craftsman, and 
up and down England blacksmiths once 
more are blowing up their bellows and 
wielding their hammers to-fashion gates 
and railings, fire-baskets, hinges and locks, 
in the style of the old-world iron-work 
that decorates ancient dwellings. Once 
more ‘work like that which still adorns 
Georgian houses in Dublin is being made, 


revived art is seen in the rails around the 
Unknown Warrior’s tomb in Westminster 
Abbey. Firms of manufacturers are 
employing blacksmiths, and the exhibition 
which opens today contains many 
examples of beautiful iron-work which is 
offered to the markets of the world by firms 
of this sort, It is estimated that in 
Britain to-day there still are some 15,000 
blacksmiths’ shops, employing on an 
ayerage two men apiece. Many of these 
are beginning to instal oil engines and 
to use oxy-acetylene blow lamps, whereby 
they are able to undertake important 
jobs in the repair, not of cart-tyres and 
axles alone, but of motor-car parts. It may 
be that, with the revival of the smith’s 
art and the adoption of modern instru- 
ments, the threatened village smithy, like 
the threatened village inn, will find a 
place in the new age. 


KNIGHTS OF ST. JOHN. 


A NEW PILGRIMAGE. 

Familiar as we are with the excellent 
work done by the St. John.Ambulance, we 
rarely reflect that © humanitarian service 
is the modern equivalent of benefits. which 
Christian people hava enjoyed at the hands 
of this Order for nearly a thousand years. 

The Order of the Hospital of St. John of 
Jgrusalem, to give te fu" title of this in- 
ternational confraternity, is the oldest and 
sole survivor of the Orders of Knighthood 
formed in connection with the Crusades. It 
was in 1048 that « party of merchants from 
Amalfi established a hospital for pilgrims at 
Jerusalem, and from such a beginning there 
arose án Order of Milita onks, which 
built hos»itals and ca-tles for the relief <nd 
protection of Christians making the perilous 
journey to and from the Holy City. 

The rule of Christian Kings in Palestine 
w.3 ended by the famous Salah-ed-din (Sala- 
din) when he made his victorious entry 
into Jerusalem in 11”. The hospitallers 
lost their holding in that city, but their 
works survived, for, whr ever his faults, 
the true Mohammedan is no vandal. The 
Knights of St. John, however, continued to, 
prevent the. spread of ‘‘urkish rule in the 
Mediterranean and to limit the activities of 
th> Barbary Corsairs. For another century 
they held Acre, and when that city fell they 
retirel to Cyprus. In 1310 they retired be- 
fore the growing might of Othman to 
Rhodes, establishing an island kingdom in 
the gean, which withstood two long sieges 
by the Turks. 

In 1530 the first armour-plated warship, 
the Santa Anna, of 1,700 tons, bore the 
Knights to Malta, where La Valette, their 
Grand Master, built the delightful ‘own we 
known as Vale... This last fortress proved 
too for Suleiman the Magnificent, 
whose long list of brilliant military achieve- 
ments failed to include the capture of Malta. 
It was left 1» Napoleon, in 1798, to end the 
work of these-Gendarmes of Christendom. 

This month the flag of the Order, the 
whi.- cross on a red background,. will once 
more be seen in the Mediterranean, in cir- 
cumstances of historic interest. After 700 
years part of the first home of the Order 
has come into th- possession of the English 
Grand Priory, which has just acquired ‘he 
freehold of pert of the uristan, as the 
ancient site of the Hospital of St. John is 
called. Occupying about five acres, the pre- 
sent day Muristan is much the same as it 
was in the olden days, except that the 
Church of Santa Maria Parva has been 
razed and a bazaar built over its founda- 
tions. The Church of St. John survives, 
but is in the possession of the Orthodox 
under the Patriarch of Jerusalem. The third 
church of the original endowment, that of 
Santa Maria Magna, was restored by the 
German Church, and remains in their posses- 
sion. Though the English Grand Priory has 
already kept a hospital in Jerusalem, its site 
is nowhere near the historic Muristan. 

It is to visit this property in Jerusalem, 
and to make a pilgrimage to their strore- 
holds of the past, that a hundred, Knights 
and Ladies of the English Grand 
Priory sailed yesterday from Venice. The 
ship chartered for the journey flies the 
standard of the Order and the private flag 
of the Sub-Prior. In this connection it is 
of interest to recall that an old Admiralty 
order instructed the ships of the Royal 
Navy to salute the fla: of the Order, and 
the instruction holds good to this day. As 
several investitures will be held during the 
tour, members are also carrying with them 
the mantle: and insignia of the Order, as 
well as the Sword of State and a processional 
cross which has been in use for five centuries, 

A special visit is being made to the shrine 
at Patmos, where St. John was inspired of 
the Apocalypse; for it is the Baptist Saint 
who is the patron now, though up to the 
time of the Crusaders it was St. John the 
Almoner, Patriarch of Alexandria. a

It 
brought together a number of good male 
voices, who resolved to devote their gifts to 
the singing of the best concerted music. Thev 
did not perform music after the manner of 
choral societies, to entertain others who could 
not sing. Every Clef Club member was a singer, 
and they enjoyed.their part songs, madrigals 
and operatic choruses as they sat with their 
pipes and ale round the table. 

Naturally, the singers were all good sight 
readers. Mr. White remarked that in the 
old days, when catch clubs were common, 
no singer was considered of any use unless 
he could read music at sight, and that this 
accomplishment was less general to-day ‘wits 
due to the fact that music was now printed 
in score. Formerly single voice parts, gener- 
ally in manuscript, were the rule, just as 
orchestral parts are to-day. The result was 
a steady concentration on one’s individual 
part, without reference to what other voices 
were singing. We had, therefore, better 
accuracy in notation, and better rhythm. 

Colonel Fritz Brasé, replying for the 
guests, expresed his great pleasure and his 
appreciation of the splendid music he had 
heard, and said that the Irish people were 
highly gifted musically, and were very tem- 
peramental. They had, however, few oppor- 
tunities for the encouragement and develop- 
ment of their talents. The National 
Army School of Music had given seme indica- 
tion of what Irish musicians could accom- 
plish in brass and wind-playing. "What they 
really needed was a good orchestra. There 
were plenty of good string players, and the 
formation of .a first-class orchestra for the 
performance of music, equal in character to 
that dome by the Clef Club in vocal music. 
would be of the highest benefit in the musical 
education of the country. 

The Club sang some part music, including 
“ Come, let us join the Roundelay’’ (Beale'

The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer probably will be wise if he 
leaves the franc out of his Budget 
calculations. 


M. Briand seems to be the victim of a- 


most perverse fate; for he generally suc- 
ceeds in getting defeated on the eve of 
some important development. He 
gone to Geneva with Sir Austen Chamber. 
lain in spite of his having ceased to le 
Premier, but this is due probably to the 
fact that he was his own Foreign Minister. 
and it is considered unlikely that ne 
will be compelled to leave that office as 
well as the Premiership. A new Cabinet 
cannot be formed until to-morrow at the 
earliest, and it may be that the first 
thought of any new Premier will be to 
regularise the position of M. Briand by 
appointing him Foreign Minister, if onl) 
temporarily. In the meanwhile, the 
position of M. Briand is one of extreme 
awkwardness. He knows what he wants

Political [nstabúity. 


Used as we are on this side to a greater 
stability in Governments, the constant 
changes in France come as a surprise, but 
France, after all, has had only seven 
Governments in a little over five years. 
M. Leygues fell in January, 1921, and was 
succeeded by M. Briand; then followed M. 
Poincaré, M. Herriot, and M. Painleve. 
M. Painlevé after his defeat came into 
power again, but was succeeded in 
November last by M. Briand, who has 
been Premier of France eight times in 
seventeen years. The last four Govern- 
ments of France have,been wrecked over 
financial problems, with the necessity of 
passing new laws for the stabilising of 
finance and the payment of war debts. 
The situation now will become even more 
acute than it has been, for very large pay- 
ments on behalf of the State are due, and 
it, is likely that there, will be a further 
inflation of the currency before the moriey 
can be found. 

The Engineering Disputes. 

The danger of a lock-out in the engineer- 
ing industry does not appear to be growing 
less ; for, while the non-official strikers are 
holding a meeting to-morrew to decide 
upon a line of action, it is regarded as 
most improbable that they will return to 
work and thus prevent many thousands 
of their fellow workers from being thrust 
into unemployment poverty. The trade 
unions concerned seem somewhat apathetic 
in this matter ; for, while many people ex- 
pected that the strikers would have been 
warned that they would run the risk of 
being expelled from their respective 
unions, nothing of the kind has even been 
hinted, and the unofficial strike continues. 


Women in Coancil. 


Several international conferences of 
women recently have taken place on the 
Continent, but the most. important’ have 
yet to be held. A feature of most of the 
conferences is the prominence given to 
plans for the maintenance of peaceful 
relations between the nations of the world. 
At the conference of the Women’s Inter 
national League to be held ín Dublin at 
the National University. of Ireland from 
órd to 14th July “The Next Step Towards 
Peace’’ is to be discussed, and over twenty 
countries will be represented among the 
delegates, who will be presided over by a 
distinguished American social worker in 
the person of Jane Addams, the head of 
the large educational settlement in New 
York known as Hull House. At the con- 
ference of the International Federation of 
University Women, to be hed at 
Amsterdam University at the end of July, 
the status of married women in the pro- 
fessions will be the principal subject on 
the agenda, while the health of school 
children and the position of women in 
agriculture will be considered by the three 
thousand delegates at the conference of 
the National Federation of Women's 
Institutes, which will meet in — in 
May. Women’s organisations, représent- 
ing over two million members, are to take 
part in a great peacemakers’ pilgrimage 
to be held duing the month of May, which 
will end with a meeting in London to urge 
disarmament and peace by means of 
arbitration. ~,

Te and his friends had been prepared to 
vote most of the taxes before the House 
hut, in view of the Government’s attitude in 
the past few days, and during the present 
sitting, they feared that these taxes would 
not be effective, because the Government had 
not chosen between the two tendencies in the 
Chamber. The Right, he added, would, 
therefore, vote against the Government. 


VOTE OF CONFIDENCE. 
M. Briand announced that he would stand 
by M. Doumer and make the vote on the 
. payments tax a question of confidence. He 
was convinced, he declared, that the opinion 
of the country was strongly against a Cabinet 
crisis at the present juncture. ‘‘ You blame 
the Government,” he said, “for not taking 
up a position. On the contrary, the Govern- 
ment has. always appealed to the entire 
Chamber to make the indispensable effort in 
the country’s interest. If vou overthrow me, 
have you a Government and a majority? Per- 
sonally I should not complain if it happened, 
but at the present moment I am thinking oi 
the State.’’ 
When the vote was taken the crash came, 
the Right voting against the Government 


President Doumergue’s absence in Lyons and 
M. Briend’s in Geneva ends to-morrow morn- 
ing with Wheir return to Paris at eight and 
nine o'clock, respectively. At Lyons M. 
Doumergue had an opportunity of conferring

M. CAILLAUX MENTIONED. 


The two names most canvassed for the 
Premiership are those of M. Caillaux and M. 
Radul Peret, ex-President of the Chamber. 
The last-named, as a Centrist, would try to 
form a ‘‘.Concentration Cabinet.’ 

It is alleged that M. Caillaux is prepared to 
undertake to form a Cabinet; and has a list of 
Ministers ready in his ‘ket. There is also 
talk of M. Rene Renoult, Minister of Justice 
under M. Briand, or M. de Monziem, Minister 
of Public Works under M. Briand, forming 
Left Cabinets ; but they seem less in the run- 
niug than M. Caillaux and M, Peret. As for 
M. Herriot, he is reported to be loath to-quit 
the Presidency of the Chamber. 

The real difficulty is not to find a Premier, 
but to find a majority in the Chamber. In the 
halcyon days .of the Cartel the combined 
Left groups mustered a working majority of 
315 out of 584 Deputies, but the Cartel has 
been whittled down by the secession, first, of 
the Gauche /Radicale, then of the 
Socialists. Yet no stable Left majority can 
be got together without the Radicals, whose 
party doctrines do not incline them to coalesce 


with the Right. 
THE LAST RESORT. 


In the meantime, the dissolution of the 
Chamber is looming in the background as a 
last resort, but the delay involved by a 
general election would be most detrimental 
io France’s financial position, and it is that 
position which is lending the crisis its. pecu- 
liar gravity. 

As regards foreign affairs, the prevalent 
opinion is that M. Briand’s resignation of the 
Premiership does not disqualify him from 
negotiating an amicable solution of the pro- 
blems arising out of Germany’s entry into the 
League.—( Reuter. )

The lower 
portions of the walls of the auditorium are 
all that remain of the theatre. 

The origin. of the outbreak is a mystery. 
Stage hands were busy at the time that the 
warning was given. Fire brigades from all 
the neighbouring towns—some of them thirty 
miles away—hurried to the scene, but by the 
time that they arrived the fire had obtained 
a firm hold. The firemen were unable to enter 
the theatre, and had ‘to be content with 
playing their hoses from a distance. 

So tall’ is the tower that the water jets 
reached only one-third of its height, and for 
miles around flames 300 feet high could be 
seen shooting out, of the tower. Thousands 
of people in the outlying districts hurried to 
the town, and for two hours it was possible 
to hear the roar of the flames over 500 yards 
away. Eventually the tower and _ turrets 


Flames were noticed creeping from the 
tower along the bridge, which connects the 
picture gallery and library with the main 
building. A number of people immediately 
volunteered to help to remove the. valuable 
prints and manuscripts. None of the books, 
pictures, and statuary was damaged. “With 
the.aid of over 200 townspeoplethey were all 
conveyed in safety to the lecture room across 
the road. 

LIBRARY SAVED BY FIREMEN. 

The theatre is now but a heap of smoking 
ruins,’ but the firemen succeeded in keeping 
the flames from the picture gallery and the 


hbrary. 
Sir Israel Gollancz, Chairman of the 
Shakespeare Association, said: ‘‘The de- 


struction of the theatre is a very sad 
occurrence, and will come as a great blow to 
all.:who have been connected with its 
splendid work. They will have the sympathy 
of all Shakespeareans, not least’ those who 
are working for the foundation of a National 
Shakespeare Theatre in London.” 

Of red brick, the buildings were dominated 
by a central tower 120ft. high, and contained, 
besides the theatre associated with the birth- 
day festival performances every April, a 
library ‘stored with copies of Shakespeare s 
plays, in more than thirty languages, sides 
many volumes of Shakespeareana, biographi- 
cal, histrionic and historical. 

The rearer volumes included the first four 
early folios published in 1623, 1632, 1664 and 
1685. Other souvenirs here were Shakespeare s 
gloves and a brooch, found in 1827, during ex- 
cavations at New place. 


FESTIVAL TO BE HELD. 

The Chairman of ‘the Governors of the 
theatre states that although the theatre was 
completely destroyed’ the festival will be 
carried out as arranged. Another building, 
with seating capacity larger than that of the 
Memorial Theatre, will be adapted and made 
available by April 12th, for ‘the opening 


performance.

The exceptions are 
horses, fish, barley, malt, oats, biscuits, 
porter and beer. The number of cattle 
sent across the Channel fell from 948,908 
to 693,703, or, expressed in money, by 
£4,279,521. Exports of ‘bacon fell from 
£3,139,571 to £2,872,744, while the imports 
rose from £1,805,779 to £2,188,523, Butter 
exports declined by £387,879, while imports 
rose by £10,000. 


PROTECTION. 

Of particular interest are the imports 
of articles-to which the Government has 
applied tariffs. The value of the boots 
and shoes imported has fallen from 
£1,951,086 to £1,870,178. This, however, 
does not mean that Free State factories 
have experienced a trade boom ; it simply 
means that the cost of imported boots and 
shoes has been reduced.. The imports for 
1925 totalled 411,714 dozen pairs, against 
363,174 dozen pairs in 1924. 

The value of the clothing imported 
shows a substantial fall, but the quantities 
are not stated. Imports of wooden manu- 
factures fell from £703,466 to £528,346, 
and 114 fewer pleasure motor cars and 193 
fewer commercial vehicles came into the 
country. : 

The soap imports fell from 175,472 cwts. 
in 1924 to 100,736 cwts. in 1925, These 
quantities were valued at £524,551 and 
£291,480 respectively. Imports of candles 
fell from 65,012 cwts. to 11,736 cwts.

LONDON PRESSMEN TALK 
TO AMERICA. 


DEVELOPMENT OF THE 
TELEPHONE.

Direct telephonic communication be- 
tween London and New York waa achieved 
yesterday, when English journalists were 
enabled to converse with American 


ment being entirely successful. It is not 
certain, however, whether direct telephony 


can be made a commercial proposition. 
The experiments took place in the London 
Trunk Exchange of the British Post Office 
in Queen Victoria street, while on the other 
side of the Atlantic the circuit terminated 
at the long-distance telephone headquart:rs 
of the American Telegraph and Telephene 
Company at 24 Walker street, New York. A 
représentative of the Press Association was 
privileged to be the first me get journalist 
to converse- by telephone with an American 
colleague. escribing - yesterday’s experi- 
ment, he writes :— 
EASY CONVERSATION. 
“(Tt was not without a real thrill. that, 
prepared for considerable vocal efforts, 
entered the silence box, and was introduced 
of “Miss Mabel Abbott, of the New. York 
World. ‘The conscious thrill, however, soon 
vapished, as, with the Americán voice sound- 
ing full and clear in the ears, conversation 
came as tapidly and easily as was con- 
sistent with ‘the “knowledge that my new 
acquaintance was thousands of miles away, 
a that thirty .English colleagues. were 
listening-in on other headphones to every 
word of the conversation. 
“How are you, Miss Abbott? I’m very 
glad to meet you, or, at any rate, talk to 

ou.” 

‘* * Oh, fine! 
came the reply.

with you?’ 

‘** You’re lucky. It’s only ten to nine in 
New York. I don’t know what time I 
started or how I got here, but I managed

‘As 
clearly as if you were in the next room,’ said 
America; so the -conversation went on with 
decidedly more ease and clearness than during 
the average trunk call. 

“Then another voice from America inter- 
vened with the words of the familiar telephone 
formula: ‘ Your time is up,’ and Miss America 
and myself wished each other good luck and 
said good-bye.’’ 

A SOCIAL HITCH. 

For over an hour English journalists talked 
to America. There was only one hitch in the 
proceedings, and that was social rather than 
technical. Nine o'clock in the morning was, 
apparently, a little too early for the American 
journalists, and only two or three of them 
arrived at the American headquarters in time 
for the commencement of the conversations. 

The experiments at the London end were 
under the direction of Mr. E. H. Shaughnessy, 
Assistant Engineer-in-Chief of the Post Office, 
who stated that the first arranged demonstra- 
tion of one-way radio telephony with America 
took place in 1923, when New York spoke to 
London. To-day’s demonstration was the out- 
come of experiments of two-way conversations 
conducted each Sunday during the past five 


weeks. 
THE WAVE LENGTHS. 

In transmitting from London the speech was 
carried by underground telephone wires eighty 
miles long to the Post Office Rugby Radio 
Sending Station, and thence by wireless, a 
distance of 2,900 miles, to a radio receiving 
station at Houlton, Maine, U.S.A. From 
Houlton the speech was carried over a tele- 

hone circuit a distance of 600 miles to New 
fork City. The wave length utilised in Eng- 
land was 5,770 metres, and the wave length 
used in America was 5,260 metres. 


AN ENGINEERING EXPERIMENT. 

Mr. Shaughnessy said: ‘‘ We wish to 
emphasise very clearly that this is only an 
engineering experiment; and that, even 
though conversations have been so successful, 
you must not conclude that we shall be able 
immediately to make it a commercial pro- 
position.’’

In' a leading article upon the fall of M. 
Briand’s Government, The T'imes observes : 
It can, be plainly stated now, since at a most 
critical moment in European history it has 
been so plainly revealed in Paris, that one 
of the chief obstacles to European . recon- 
struction is the unsolved French financial 
problem. M. Briand is a brilliant. diplo- 
matist, and he has done very great service 
in bringing the separate nations of Europe 
together again. His fall on the eve of a 
most important meeting of the League of 
Nations is unfortunate, but it is not ana- 
logous to his overthrow during the conver- 
sations with Mr. Lloyd George at Cannes.

FOOT-AND-MOUTH 
DISEASE. 


THE MANCHESTER LANDING 
PLACE. 

Article 2 of the Foot-and-Mouth . Disease 
Declaration of Infected Areas Order of 1926 
(No. 42) of the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries releases the Manchester-Salford area 
from restrictions ds‘from 10th March. An 
effect of this release is to place the Man- 
chester landing place for Irish aninials on the 
same footing as other British landing places 
in regard to the movement of animals there- 
from. 

MOVEMENT OF ANIMALS INTO 
CORNWALL. 

The local authority for the County of Corn- 
wall have now in force regulations the effect 
of which is that no animal may be moved 
into the county from the district of any local 
authority where there is an infected area, or 
part of an infected area, unless it is accom- 
panied by a licence granted by an inspector 
of the Cornwall local authority and counter- 
signed by an inspector of the district from 
which the animal is moved. This regulation 
applies to any animal unaccompanied by a 
declaration of the owner or his agent that the 
animal has not been in a district as above 
mentioned within the preceding twenty-one 
days 


SMALLPOX IN ENGLAND. 


VACCINATION URGED IN 
IRELAND. 


The following resolution was pasted by an 
unanimous vote at a meeting of the Royal 
College of Physicians. of Ireland held on 
Friday, 5th March :— 

Resolved—‘‘ That the President and Fellows 
of the Royal College ‘of Physicians of Ireland 
have had before them the most recent figures 
as to the prevalence-of smallpox in the North 
of Bontand, and they recognise the risk of the 
introduction of the disease into Ireland. The 
President and Fellows deem. it to be their 
duty to urge upon the public health authorities 
and the public the necessity which exists for 
vaccination of infants and for re-vaccination 
of young adults. These preventive measures, 
in the opinion of the College, have been 
proved to promote—if not to secure—immunity 
against a dangerous infection which in times 
past was one of the most fatal and dreadful 
of pestilences.”

A GREAT PRELIMINARY 
EFFORT. 
GENEVA, Sunday. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain this evening ex- 
plained the nature of to-day’s preliminary 
conversations of the delegates of the Chief 
Towers represented at to-day’s Conference. 
Dealing with the misconceptions which had 
arisen in the Press, and elsewhere, he 
declared that two weeks ago he had suggested 
that a mecting should be held before the 
sitting of the Council.

“ We have had a free, full and frank talk, 
as at Locarno, and have covered the whole 
ground, but, we’ did not find at once the 
solution of all our troubles. Nothing could 
te decided to-day, as we could have bound 
nobody but ourselves.

GERMANY FIRM. — 


MUST ENTER LEAGUE 
COUNCIL ALONE. 


Reuter’s correspondent learns from a Ger- 
man source that the difficulty in the private 
conversations at the Hotel Beau Rivage to- 
day arose from the fact that the German 
delegation would not hear of any enlargement 
of the Council of the League of Nations before 
Germany herself had joined that body and 
been given @ permanent seat on the Council. 
Certain unnamed delegations, however, in- 
sisted that Spain should be allotted a per- 
manent Seat simultaneously with Germany. 
There the matter remains for the moment, and 
it will not he discussed again until M. Briand, 
who departed for Paris to-night, returns to 
Geneva, which, it is hoped, will be on Tues- 
day. 

When receiving the German Press corre- 
spondents to-night, Dr. Stresemann was very 
reserved, although he stated explicitly that 
Germany maintained her stndpoint, as al- 
ready expressed in the Imperial Chancellor's 
speech at Hamburg, namely, that she opposed 
any increase in the Council before her ad- 
mission into the League. The position is 
being keenly discussed this evening, and 
nobody knows at present how the difficulty 
will be solved. 

A brief preliminary statement was made 
this morning by one of the German delegates, 
in the name of the German Chancellor Ae- 
cording to this statement, the German atti- 
tude towards the various questions which will 
be discussed at Geneva was clearly expregsed 
recently by Herr Stresemann in his speech 
at Hamburg. This speech, the delegate said, 
was inspired with the fundamental idea that 
Germany, as soon as she had been admitted 
to membership of the League of Nations, will 
be guided in her common work there by the 
great aims of the League, and by the mutual 
interests of all its members. It was con- 
fidently thought, he added, that this idea 
would be crowned with success at the coming 
deliberations at Geneva. 

On their arrival at Geneva Dr. Luther and 
Herr Stresemann were surrounded by jour- 
nalists anxious to obtain statements from 
them regarding M. Briand’s resignation. The 
German Chancellor, however, refused to 
commit himself. 


GREECE, ITALY, AND THE BALKANS. 
M. Roufos, the Hellenic Foreign Mnister, 
who represents Greece at the Extraordinary 
Assembiy of the League, is understood to 
have discussed with Signor Mussolini’ in 
Rome the possibility of a kind of pact or 
guarantee between Italy and Greece, having 
as its object the integrity and security of 
Albania.

ADVANTAGES OF POSSESSING 
SAVINGS CERTIFICATES. 

In the course of a ''talk " broadcast from 
Dublin, 2RN, last Friday mgh:, Mr. H. 
A. Mullett, Secretary, Central Savings 
Committee, gave figures showing the progress 
of the thrift movement in the Free State.

During the 
eleven months of the current financial year 
up to the end of February last the sales 


‘amounted to £630,776, as against £303,521 


in. the corresponding period of last year, an 
increase of £527,255. 
IN THE SCHOOLS. 

During the same period savings associations 
formed for the purchase of certificates, by 
instalment on co-operative lines, Fave been 
established throughout the country at the 
rate of over forty per week, in schools of all 
kinds, offices, business honses, army unis, 
etc., and up to date 1,790 of these have been 
established: 

Proceeding, Mr. Mullett said that the certi- 
ficate costs 15s. 6d., and at the end of one 
year Sd. is added, after which it increases 
in value by a penny a menth till the end of 
the fifth year, when another 3d. is added, 
making its value £1. It carries the full 
security of the State for both capital and in- 
terest. It earns compound interest at the 
rate of 5} per gent.: It is free of income tax. 
The investor can get his money back, in full, 
with any interest accrued, at any time during 
the period of five years by giving four days’ 
notice to the Post Office. ; 

NO DEPRECIATION IN VALUE. 

Unlike many other securities the savings 
certificate is not subject to market fluctua- 
tions, and, therefore, does not depreciate in 


value. ‘No individual may hold more than 
500 certificates (costin 10s.) in his own 
name, but each member of his family may 


hold that number. Holdings as a trustee are 
not counted in this respect. 

In conclusion, Mr. Mullett, on behalf of the 
Central Savings Committee, invited his 
hearers to give their active support to this

THE AMENDING BILL. 
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Amendment bill, 1926, which has been intro- 
duced in the Dail, makes provision for 
increasing by 10 per cent. the amount of 
compensation paid, or to be paid, ander the 
Criminal Injuries Acts in respect of injuries 
to which “Part 2 of the Damage to Property 
(Compensation) ‘Act, 1923, applies; and to 
authorise the payment’ of-this: increase by the 
issue of 5 per cent, securities, and the issue 
of like securities for increasing by an amount 
uot exceeding 10 per cent. the sums which 
have been paid, or may hereafter be paid, by 
way of compensation in cases within Section 
15 of the Act. 

It also authorises the issue out of the 
Central Fund of the sums necessary to meet 
the obligations undertaken by the Irish Free 
State by Article 3 of the Agreement made on 
5rd. of December, 1925, between. the British 
Government and the Coverament of the Irish 
Free State. ' 

The bill contains only seven sections. 
Section 2 stipulates that the Minister for 
Finance shall pay to every person entitled 
within the meaning of this section to com- 
pensation under a decree made, a sum equal 
to one-tenth of the amount of such compensa- 
tion; the said sum to be in addition to, and 
not in substitution for, «the'empensation, 
costs, and other moneys payable under, the 
decree. 

Under Section 3 it is provided that where 
the sam 1s less than £50 it shall be paid out 
of moneys provided by the Oireachtas. if 

or over, the money will be payable by 
the issue of security created by an order made 
under Section 15 of the Damage to Property 
(Compensation) Act, 1923, No reinstatement 
condition attaches to any sum payable by the 
Minister for Finance ander: Sectioi 2, 

According to Section 5 the amount of com- 
fensation awarded, or reported of, by judges 
shall not be influenced by the provisions of 
this Act. 

THE PAYC"ENTS TO GREAT BRITAIN. 

Under Section 6, for the purpose of dis- 
charging the liability assumed by the Irish 
Free State by Article 3 of the Agreement of 
árd December, 1925, between the British 
Government and the Government of the Irish 
Free State, amending and supplementing the 
Treaty of 1921, and also for making the re- 
oo to the British Government agreed 
yy the said Article, there shall be charged 
on the Central Fund, and the growing produce 
thereof, and paid to the British Government 
the following sums :— 

(a) £150,000 payable immediately on the 
passing of this Act, and 

(b) An annual sum of £250,000, payable on 
the Ist of April in every year for sixty years, 
commencing With the year 1926. 

Whenever, by agreement between the

Between seven and 
half-past a great crowd gathered round the 
loud-speaker, listening to the broadcasting of 
news items from Daventry. The announce- 
ment of the horse racing results seemed to 
be especially interesting to the listeners. 

At 7.50 Mr. Hogan tuned:in to Dublin, and 
gave the town an hour of the 2RN. pro- 
gramme, before ‘proceeding on his way to 
idgesworthstewn, where he-vave exhibitions 
yesterday evening. 

As we travelled along the road from Dub- 
lin, with head-phones Atted, everything said 
at the broadeasting centre was heard quite 
distinctly. The. most successful reception 
came from the “Squire Instrumental Octette 
wlaving at the ideal Homes Exhibition in 
London. This was heard just as well as on 
uny good set in a Dublin house.

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| A LOOTED CARGO. 


SCENES -ON- A- DISABLED 
i VESSEL. 
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Extraordinary allegations oí public loot- 
ing were made in the course of the hearing 
of a malicious injury: application. at the 
Wexford Circuit Court, before Mr. Justice 
Doyle, .K.G., on Saturday, in which Messrs. 
Paul Brothers, millers and wholesale flour 
merchants, sought compensation for the 
alleged destruction and taking away of 2,560 
bags of flour and -bran from the steamer 
Vanadis, while moored on New Ross INC 

Mr. Phelps, K.C., who, with r. 
Sainsbury, appeared for the applicants, stated 
that the claim was made in respect of 
eee and looting of the cargo. The 
fanadis, which was a converted yacht, came 
from Liverpool. to New Ross with the cargo 
on April 4th, 1922, and arrived at her de- 
stination on the 10th April. The cargo com- 

ised 2,160 ten-stone bays of flour, valued at 

,267; 200 half-hundredweight bags of 
flour, valued at £122 10s., and 200 bags of 
bran, valued at £115. The vessel was 
moored at the Gas House berth, and when 
the tide went went out she came. upright, 
displaced her centre of gravity, and fell on to 
the mud; where she lay at an angle of 45. . 

She remained stuck in the mad until April 
27th, when she was. refloated by a salvage 
corps from Liverpool. As it was not pos- 
sible to right the. vessel in the first instance, 
the tide came up to the hatches and. got 
int@@he cargo. On April lith the captain, 
mate and crew; próceeced to salve some of 
the cargo, and were able to remove 40 or 
50 tons fiour on to the quay. Then, ap: 
parently, Áhe whole of the population, or a 
great deal of them, descended on the ship. 
‘They. opened the hatches, and the cargo wos 
looted by the lawléss element in the popula- 
tion, including the flour which had been 
placed on the quay, The crew got an armed 
yuard, who kept the people off for a time 
from the. vessel, but, subsequently, the 
juards were overborne, the people coming 
aboard’ with firearms. The captain had 
a firearm with nothing in it, but when that 
was discovered he was looking down.a barrel 
which had something in it. . (Laughter.) 
Messrs. Paul Brothers brought an action 
against the New Ross Commissioners, claim- 
ing damages for negligence in the berihing 
of the ship. The action came before Mr. 
Justice Meredith, who found against the 
plaintiffs on the question of negligence, but 
he found that the damage whcth. the Com- 
missioners would have been liable for, if 
liable at all, at £1,250 for water damage, 

Counsel did not know if the State would 
accept that finding of Mr. Justice Meredith, 
and, if not, he would have to go into the

THE DECREE. 

His Lordship held that the applicants were 
entitled to a decree, and not to a report. 
He gave liberty to the plaintiffs to amend 
their claim, which he would regard as one 
for. £2.232. He had to regerd the cogent ev!- 
dence given to him, and aiso the declarations 
made by the plaintiffs’ representatives as to 
the amount of the loss, which they were satis- 
fied could not have been more than £700. 
He thought that it would bé a gross injustice 
if he were to give a decree for the larger 
amount. He made a decree for £620.

A good deal of apathy was shown at the 
Tyrone meetings. The Nationalists of the 
parish of Omagh appointed delegates to 
the County Convention, which will be held 


| on Wednesday next, but no decision was 


taken on the policy of abstention. The 
Fermanagh Convention takes place to- 
morrow. 

A Nationalist meeting in Derry yester- 
day voted in favour of the two Nationalist 
members for the city entering the Parlia- 
ment, and Mr. George Leeke, one of the 
members who was present, announced his 
intention of attending in Parliament this 
week. 

The Northern Parliament willbe opened 
to-morrow at noon by the Governor, the 
Danke of Abercorn. 


TYRONE MEETINGS. 


DIVIDED OPINIONS. 

in the County Tyrone the meetings were 
generally held in the open, and wére sparsely 
attended on account of the inclement weather 
and tue indifference on the part of a large 
body of the Nationalists. So far as the 
country districts are concerned, the best. in- 
formation available points to the great bulk” 
of opinion in the central and northern area 
of the. country being opposed to any change 
of policy. : 

In Omagh it transpired that when the 
Nationalists presented themselves at St. 
Patrick's H«ll, which is the principal Catholic 
hall in the town, for the purpose of holding 
a meeting, they found the hall in the posses 
sion of a company of amateur theatricals who 
were carrying out a rehearsal. The deor was 
locked, but one of the party within, on 
learning the business of the Nationalist§, in- 
formed them that they could not gain admis- 
sion, as they had given no notice of their 
intention to assemble there. Eventually the 
Nationalists went to a small hall at. the rear 
of the Catholic Church, where the meeting 
was held. 

It is understood that divergent views were 
expressed, and that delegates for Omagh 
parish to the convention were nominated, but 
that no decision was reached on the question 
of abstention. 

The Tyrone County Convention has been 
altered from Tuesday, the 9th inst., to Wed- 
nesday, the 10th inst., so that it may not 
clash with the Fermanagh Convention. 


DECISION OF  STRABANE 
MEETING. 
_ At a public meeting in Barrack street Hall, 
Strabane, yesterday, the Rev. Peter Treacy, 
C.C., Strabane, in the unavoidable absence of

The proposition was unanimously adopted, 
and Messrs. Charles Brown, J.P., Chairman 
of Strabane Urban District Council, and Hagh 
Maguire were &ppointed delegates from the 
meeting. 

At.a meeting of the Strabane Branch of the 
Irish National Foresters yesterday, Mr. 
Thomas Stewart, Chief Ranger of the branch, 
and Mr. Daniel McAnaw, Chief Ranger in 
Northern Ireland, were instructed to attend 
the forthcoming Nationalist Convention at 
Omagh, and to vote in favour of Nationalist 
members taking their seats in the Northern 
Ireland Parliament. 


DERRY VOTES FOR ATTENDANCE, 

By an almost unanimous vote, a convention 
at Maghera yesterday decided that Messrs. 
George Leeke and Basil McGuckin, Nation- 
alist members for Derry, should enter the 
Northern Parliament. There were only two 
dissentients—the Rev. A. O'Doherty, C.C.,, 
Kilrea, and Mr. McNicholas, Maghera. Mr. 
James E. O'Neill, of Maghera, presided at 
the convention. 

A resolution in favour of entry into the 
Parliament was proposed by the Rev. 
Patrick Kerlin, C.C., and seconded by Alder- 
man Fatrick Meehan. 

Mr. Leeke was present, and addressed the 
meeting. After the decision was announced 
he intimated that he would enter the Par- 
hament this week.

He did not indicate that he would 
abide by the decision of the convention, but 
it is understood that his intention now is to 
take his seat at an early date. 


HIBERNIAN VIEW OF

“History will prove abstention is a vile 
thing that is responsible for most 6f our 
present difficulties, including permanent par- 
tition and a separate Government and Par- 
liament in a corner of Ulster, We. have. all 
along been opposed to it, and we earnestly 
hope that within the next few months we 
shall hear the last of partition and all such 
nonsense.

QUIET BUSINESS 


FLEET STREET, LONDON, Sunday. 

Perhaps the feature of last: week's Stock 
Markets was not so much the dull tone which 

revailed for the greater part of the period. 

ut the noticeable dimunition in the volume 

of transactions. The dulness can be explained 
by the weakening influence of the slump in 
New York, which to some extent had its 
reflex here, the changed attitude of Paris, 
and the fear of labour trouble. But ‘these 
factors scarcely explain the extent to which 
business has dropped off in the last few 
weeks. There can be little doubt that the 
ability of the speculative investor to support 
markets has been greatly lessened by the 
reaction in rubber shares which to those who 
hought near the top of the boom has meant 
heavy losses, at least on paper, and until 
these losses have been partly inade good by a 
recovery in values, the operators affected are 
likely to "mark time.’ 

A not unimportant circumstance also is 
the extent to which taxes are now being paid 
into the Exchequer. The amounts are so 
large in many cases as to preclude any un- 
necessary expenditure, even if securities have 
not to be realised in order to effect the pay- 
ments, This restrictive influence will last until 
the financial year has turned. It must be 
remembered also that new capital issues this 
year have been on an wnusually large scale. 
Ít is not surprising, therefore, that business 
in stocks and shares has fallen off a good deal 
of late. What markets want is a period in 
which they can recuperate from the effects of 
recent cvents. Certainly the position is 
healthier for the “ shake-out,’’ and it is very 
satisfactory that last week's settlement was 


concluded without the disclosure of any 
trouble. 
HOME RAILS. 

Had it not been for the fresh anxiety 


caused by the threateied lock-out of engineers 
—-a trouble which might easily extend to other 
branches of the industry—Home Rails would 
certainly have responded to the more en 
couraging traflic returns lately published. It 
may be recalled that all the chairmen at the 
recent meetings expressed a measure .oÍ 
optimism regarding the outlook, and a point 
which should not be forgoiten is that a con- 
siderable saving will be effected this year in 
the expenditure upon coal.
